PLANNING COMMISSION 
RESOLUTION 
(Study Team on Prohibition) 

New Delhi, the 29th April 1963 

No. 16(.5)/63-PUB.— .'Vrticle 47 of the Constitution lay^ 
down as Directive Principle of the State Policy that the State 
will endeavour to bring about prohibition of the consump- 
tion, except for medicinal purposes, of intoxicating drinks 
and of drugs which are injurimm to health. 

2. The Government of India appointed a Prohibition 
Enquiry Carmmittcc in 1955 to examine the experience gained 
regarding measures adopted by State Coverninenis to promote 
Prohibition and to make recommendations for a progi amine 
of Prohibition on a national ha.sis. The Prohibition Policy 
laid clown in the Second Five Year Plan was based on the 
recoinmcndatioTis of this Committee as approved by the 
National Development Council. A Central lonnnittee on 
Prohibition was appointed by the Government of India in 
19.59 and it met twice in I960 and 1961, The Prohibition 
policy in the Third Plan has beeh formulated mainly on the 
basis of its recommerdations, 

3. The Government of India recently reviewed the position 
in consultation with the State Governments and decided that 
the working of the Prohibition programme should be studied 
for the country as a whole. Such a study will cover problems 
connected with the enforcement of Prohibition and Exci.se 
Laws, measures intended to reduce illicit traffic in liquor 
improving administrative efficiency and securing to the 
maximum extent public support for the programme through 
the cooperation of both olhcial and non-officlaj agencie.s. 

4. The Government of India has accordingly decided to 
con.stituic a Study Team on Prohibition with effect from the 
15th April, 1963 with the following terms of reference:— 

(i) To make an a.ssessmcnt of the magnitude of Illicit 
distillation and illicit sale and other abuses prevalent 
in both wet and dry areas. 

(ii) To suggest practical measures for reducing illicit 

traffic in liquor and combating other abuses and 
malpractices. 

(iii) To advise as to how better implemention of the 

Prohibition Programme could be ensured through 
official and non-official agencies, 

(iv) To examine the existing legislations on Prohibition 

an<l make suggestions for removing defects and for 
securing effective enforcement.

(v) To examine the existing administrative set-up In the 

.State.! with particular regard to the personnel, their 
recruitment, their training, the powers entrusted to 
them in their methods of work. 

(vi) To make suggestions for securing to the maximum 

extent the cooperation of Voluntary Organisations In 
the implemention if the programme and mobilisa- 
tion of people in support of Prohibition. 

(vii) To study the hnancial aspects of the Prohibition 

Programme, both in regard to the actual loss in 
excise revenue and the cost of enforcement.

W'nen making recommendations for interim wage increase, the 
Board had not made any recommendations in respect of estates 
situated in certain areav of Madras State, The Board has now 
considered the question and recommends the undermentioned 
interim wage increase for the labour comploj'cd In the coffee 
estates in the areas of Madras State other than estates in the 
districts of Nilgiri, Coimbatore, Salem and Madras:— 


1. Estates of 100 planted acres and above

2. Estates having less then 100 planted acres :

II. Tiic clerical cmployee.s (office, medical, education and field 
staff) will be given an interim wage increase shown below;—

(b) In gardens of less than 300 acres Rs. 7'50 nP. per 
month. 


HI. The categories of employees which do not come cither 
under labour or under clerical employees, will be treatc..! for 
the purpose of interim wage increase in the same manner as 
they are treated for the purpose of annual bonus, 

IV. In the case of mixed tca-cuin-coffcc or ruhber-enm- 
coffee estates to which fire lea or rubber interim increase 
does not apply and has not been paid and where only the 
statutory minimum wage is paid, sucti estates shall be treated 
as coffee estates an,d paid the coffee Interim increase. 

V. The interim inercatic recommended herein shall take 
effeet from 10th August 1962 and is to be in addition to the 
wage prevailing on that day. 

VI. These recommendations are only interim and arc with- 
out prejudice to the Final irecommendaCions. Hence the 
amount of interim increase will be shown as a separate item, 
till the final recommendations are made and thereafter such 
final rccommendfli'ons will prevail,
